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kL. On 10 ¥ebruary 1947, five new-type dwarf tanks were observed northeast of 
Kiev, near a helicopter factory. Thoy were travelling at a epeed of approxi- 
nately 40 ka per how. 


2. The tenke had five vielon slita; two woxre in the front, one at each gida, and 
one in the rear. The elite wore very narrow and were protected by armored 
battens (similer to those on the Humber scout car). A small serial was set 
above the ghacia plate ea the left edges. The entry hatch was in the cupola, 
and source believed that the tavk hed a crew of twa. 


3- New dwarf tanks were observed by another source in late December 1946. They 
wore mounted on four tracka with individual suspension; the tracks appeared to 
be somevhat round and wore apparently a modified version of the track suspension 
of the Waite half-track. ‘The tanke ware not remote-centrolled, as one man, in 
the uniform of a Soviet tanknen, was standing in the turret of one of the moving 
tanks. 3 


4, The tani had on armored skixting covering ths exles and upper half of the _ 
tracke; this skirting was broken to allow for flexibility in the "Harmonikezug 
armored corridor,
